It tore a great 
gorge in the street, demolished the 
temporary buildings and part of the 
superstructure, and seat a mass of 
earth, splintered timber and twisted 
iron high in~the airt Much of it went 
battering against ths front of the Mur- 
ray Hill hotel, and although the walls 
and main structure of that building 
stood the shocK, nearly every room in 
the front of the house was wrecked.
